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The 1977 winners of the Bread Loaf scholarships have been announced by Director 
Paul Cubeta.

The Mamie Oliver Scholarship is named for the woman who holds the longest record 
for study at Bread Loaf: she was a°student here for 32 summers. This scholarship 
was established by her friends three years ago. Vaun tiicheaux is'the 1977 lante 
Oliver Scholar. Vaun grew up in rural Pennsylvania as the youngest of five children. 
Vaun received an AA in journalism and communications and later a BA in English from 
Point Park College in Pittsburgh. Her first love is her music which she composes, 
sings and plays; a love which lead her to dream of becoming a professional--but 
this, she says, along with her dream to become a model, died the death of realism. 
She now dreams of teaching high school students and she spent the last year in 
pursuit of that dream by attaining certification at Clarion State. A tamer of wild 
cats, Vaun gces into raptures over The African Queen. 


The John M. Kirk Memorial Fellowship was established by Mr. and Mrs. John Kirk in 
honor of their son who studied here for several summers in the 1960s. From Bread 
Loaf, John went to Brown University where he received his doctorate and then went 

on to teach at Colorado College. Kevin Fox has been awarded this scholarship. 

Kevin comes from Baltimore originally and did his undergraduate study in English end 
history at Boston College. Upon graduation in 1971, Kevin did many different things. 
He studied law and then medieval history at Duke, taught history at Proctor Academy 
in New Hampshire, was a partner in a mountaineering enterprise in Wyoming, and 


received an MA in 1977 from the University of Utah in Ancient History. In addition tc 


historical and mountain pursuits, Kevin has sung baritone for the Baltimore Civic 
Opera and has acted in Richard III, Richard II and Othello in Baltimore. He will 
enter the Ph.D. program in Ancient History at the University of Virginia as the 
DuPont Fellow this fall. 


The Mark D. Wilson Scholarship was given as a memorial by the parents of a Middle- 
bury graduate of the Class of 1972, to provide a scholarship at the School of Eng- 
lish and/or Writers! Conference for a deserving Middlebury student. This year's 
Wilson scholar is Alice Simon. Alice graduated this spring in English. She comes 
from the San Francisco area and her older sister makes wine while her older brother 
fights fires. A member of the ski patrol, she also teaches swimming in her spare 
summers at home. She has also served on the Student Conservation Program and done 
trail work in the Northwest in National Parks. She almost became a Biology major. 
Alice is also the recipient of a Watson Fellowship for next year which she plans to 
spend in Norway and Scotland writing poetry and, perhaps, writing articles about 
wedding cutoms and/or whiskey distilleries. She saw The King of Hearts two nights

the Director, is considered most worthy of support because of her commitment to the 
values of scholarship and learning which will always be treasured at Bread Loaf. 
This year's award is to Elizabeth Webb. Betty Webb is a native of Malmesbury in 
Wiltshire, England. She grew up in the Forest of Dean and went to boarding school 
in Monmouth. During World War II, she did her nurse's training in Birmingham. Betty 
moved to America in 1946 and taught nursing for six years in Maryland. She then took 
her BA in English from Frostburg St. College in Maryland, following which she taught 
high school in Mount Savage for six years. Betty Webb is an animated and articulate 
lover of literature and has just finished her eighth year of teaching at East 
Carolina University. This is her ninth Bread Loaf summer; she received her MA in 
1969. Betty has a son, Stephen, and two grandchildren who all live in Florida. 
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The Reginald and Juanita Cook Scholarship was endowed by friends of Bread Loaf to 
honor the 19 years of service the Cooks gave to Bread Loaf while he was Director 
(1946-1964). Cook taught American Literature at Middlebury College for 40 years 

and was one of Bread Loaf's first graduates. David Hart is this year's recipient. 
David describes himself as more “humble drudge” than "scholar". He has one MA from 
Siena College-- but that wasn't enough. He has taught at the Cranwell School, grows 
herbs, makes beautiful stained glass, rings the Bread Loaf bell and drinks hot water 
and lemon for breakfast. 


The Doug Harper Memorial Scholarship was established by the parents, relatives, col- 
leagues, friends, teachers and students of Doug Harper, a 1970 gradtate of Middle- 
bury College and a 1974 graduate of ;Bread Loaf. This year's scholars are Larry 
Abbott and Peter Carlos. Larry Abbott grew up in Cornwall, NY and was an only and 
rambunctious child. He received his BA from SUNY at Oswego in 1970 and his MA from 
the University of Idaho in 1973. Larry has been an instructor of English at Manhat- 
tan Community College and was the assistant director of a high school equivalency 
program. Mr. Abbott also holds an MA in cinema studies from NYU. Although playing 
tennis is his favorite sport, he. insists that mung bean sprouts are his favorite 
food. He attributes his present success to his third grade teacher, Mrs. Brown. 
Larry has one more summer before completing the M. Litt. requirements and his hope 
is that he will be able to span the decade in order to have a firm basis for his 
forthcoming work, Bread Loaf: The Second Fifty Years. Peter Carlos is a serious 
and energetic poet currently from St. Louis. A Texan by birth, Peter went to the 
University of Missouri at St. Louis on a wrestling scholarship. He now runs poetry 
workshops, organizes poetry readings, edits Images and Thresholds and is a mechanic. 
He has published his work in journals such as Isthmus, Folio, Unicorn, Oakland 
Review, River Styx, Pearl and Hard Times-Review. Peter is also a photographer and has 
done ‘work for the Cornerstone Press and the APR. He has an active interest in para~ 
psychology which he connects with his interest in poetry. He wears his earring 
because he likes it.

Spotlight on The Costume Shop. 

Mary Harkins, Bread Loaf’s costume designer, teaches Design at 
Emerson College. Mary emphasizes the importance of well thought-out. 
costuming since any and every garment worn on a stage makes more than 
a visual statement: they make a statement about the character, the 
character's relation to other characters, and about the thrust of the 
production as a whole. Designing a Bread Loaf production has its spe- 
cial difficulties for professional design and when creating designs for 
our productions, Mary must keep in mind the facilities here, the smalle 
staff and the relative difficulty of finding Thrift Shops and stores 
with varied stocks, The obvious first step is to read the play for a 
personal reaction to the lives of each of the characters, as well as 
for specific requirements of the text (e.g., no arm for Johnny, mole- 
skins for Boyle, and which characters come in from outdoors). Then, 
once the director has decided upon a style (Juno's is realistic), Mary 
creates designs which must juggle the budget, the physiques of the ac- 
tors, the period, the characters and the time limit. Her extensive re- 
search into the period took her to fashion and period magazines, books 
on the Irish and also The Wisconsin Death Trip. Once the basic designs 
are made, color decisions must be made, and all decisions on costumes 
are made in tandem with the director. Then Mary and her staff, Mary 
Garaldi of Northfield and volunteers, construct the costumes. For Juno 
there are three different designs for the women who wear practical, 
dark, period costumes. The older mourning Mrs. Tancred is very covered 
in a shapeless silhouette. Juno and Mrs. Madigan are designed on the 

__smamiog thot the women yesr what -was in fashion_when the „were in their 
rppresented by Mary and Jerry, wear fashions further into the 20th 
century, circa 1917. For the men, Mary Harkins has put them in layers 
of underwear, shirts, vests and coats as this is the way poor Irish men 
dressed. They generally wear dark, mis-matched clothes and there is 
not the same generational difference as fashion did not change as radi- 
cally for men as it did for women in this period. The obvious excep- 
tions to the general male design are Bentham and the tailor who wear 
lighter, matched outfits. Despite the fact that the costumes in Juno 
and the Paycock look as though they were casually collected together, 
there is a very definite design scheme at work.
